He told 
the delegates he and Logsdon 
were “not taking a walkout pow- 
der,” and expressed the hope the 
two would “be able to help this 
membership” in the fight for a 
more equitable share of the profits 
of. production. 

“If I could get a job in one of 
the large St. Louis plants, I sup- 
pose I'd take it,” Sentner told re- 
porters, but he added with a rue- 
ful smile, “That would be like 
finding a needle in a haystack.” 

Asked what his trade is, he re- 
plied, “I’m a depression baby — 
I’ve worked at everything under 
the sun. I’m a carpenter, elec- 
trician, draftsman.” 

He was emphatic in stating he 
would not leave St. Louis. “I’ve 
spent all my life here,” he de- 
clared. “I like fishing in the 
Ozarks and love St. Louis. But I 
don’t like the politics of the two 
major parties.” 
Praises Sentner.

“I haven’t taken 15 orders in the 
last two months,” he said. “I've 
been working day and night get- 
ting these cars through my con- 
nections and it isn’t worth it any 
more.” 

Like Arthur F. Kramer, the Jer- 
seyville farmer who. sells new 
Chevrolets at list price in his 
alfalfa field, Knetzer declined to 
explain where and how he gets 
the cars. He insisted that Kramer 
was not his agent, as other dealers 
charge. Knetzer said, however, that 
he has sold “a large number of 
Fleetline aero sedan Chevrolets” 
to Kramer, whom he has known 
for just a few months. 


Slow on Deliveries. 

Knetzer, a $l-a-day farm laborer 
only 12 years ago, explained that 
he had operated on a “small mar- 
gin,” using the $1000 deposits to 
buy machines through his “con- 
nections.” He said he offered to 
deliver cars to his customers in 
60, 90 or 120 days but often could 
not deliver in that time. He esti- 
mated that “20 to 30 per cent” of 
those who desposited money with 
him asked for their deposits back. 
In each instance, he insisted, the 
money was returned. 

Four suits were filed against 
him by persons who had made 
deposits and had not received 
automobiles. Each suit was set- 
tled out of court, he related. 

Knetzer, 37 years old, said that 
reports that his income was more 
than $50,000 a year were exag- 
gerated. “I have turned down as 
much as $200,000 in orders in a 
month, however,” he related. 


He has been an authorized Olds- 
mobile dealer since 1941 and began 
selling used cars after the end of 
the war. He declined to say how 
‘many he sold but mentioned that 
in one year he sold 600 automo- 
biles. At another point in the con- 
versation he said he had sold cars 
to at least 400 St. Louisans. His 
reputation as a dealer who could 
get new cars spread widely and 
many customers came to Ed- 
wardsville from. Hollywood and 
the Hast.

In his first public reference to 
the Republican presidential nomi- 
nee, Barkley, President Truman's 
running mate on the Democratic 
ticket, said that Dewey’s Phoenix 


tained hints” that secrets of 
atomic energy “would be turned 
over to private industry rather 
than remain” in government 
hands. 


Barkley made the statements in 
® speech before the Massachusetts 
Democratic state convention as he 
wound up the first week of his 
eastern campaign sewing. 

He quoted Dewey as having said 
that if “America’s industrial prog- 
ress had been left solely to gov- 
ernment. there would have been 
very little progress indeed” and as 
having added that “the possibili- 
ties of the atomic age” should 
not he left solely In the hands of 
a government monopoly.

While industry throughout the 
world eventually should be able:

OPEN TOMORROW 


Disabling of 91,000 Workers 
in 1947 Prompt Safety 
Talks. | 


— — 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 25 (AP)— 
In 1947 about 91,000 workers were 
permanently disabled. Another 
17,000 were killed outright. And 
2,000,000 were injured enough to 
lose some time from work. 

Those figures come from the 
Bureau’ of Labor Standards, which 
found that for some reason acci+ 
dents on the job were even more 
numerous in 1947 than during the 
war, when the big production push 
was on. They're leveling off a lit- 
tle now. 
| But the 1947 rate started a lot 
of “this has got to stop” think- 
ing. When the figures reached 
thé White House President Tru- 
man asked the Department of La- 
bor to call a conference. It will 
meet Monday, Tuesday .and 
Wednesday. 

It will bring together men from 
management, labor, education, 
state and local governments, vol- 
untary safety councils and insur- 
ance companies.

The Post Office Loses Touch 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

It was once the St. Louis Post Office’s 
proud boast that if a man’s name was 
on an envelope, he received it, regard- 
less of the inaccuracy with which it was 
addressed. Alas, that boast cannot be 
made today. 

No matter how prominent a citizen 
‘™may be, no matter how many years he 


' may have had his office or place of 


‘business. or home at the same address, 
if he moves across the street, or around 
the corner, a letter sent to the address 
he had many years will be returned to 
the sender stamped “Unknown” or “Re- 
moved.” 


A. few days ago the publisher's an-’ 
nouncement of my new book, “Jim Reed, 
‘Senatorial Immortal’,” was sent to sev- 
‘eral well-known St. Louisans, among 
them Joseph Pulitzer Jr., of the Post- 
Dispatch, at the St. Louis County ad- 
dress where he formerly resided. The 
letter was returned by the St. Louis 
Post Office stamped “REMOVED.” Even 
the boy at the corner newsstand could 
have assured the postman that Mr. Pu- ' 
litzer had not “removed” to any great 
distance, and might be located some- 
where in the vicinity of the Post- 
Dispatch. 

Judge Glendy B. Arnold’s letter was 
addressed to his home. He now lives 
on Cabanne, the letter went to Clemens. 
The returned letter is stamped “NO 
SUCH NUMBER.” Perhaps there is no 
such number, but there certainly is a 
Judge Glendy B. Arnold, who has pre- 
sided over the St. Louis Probate Court 
for many years, and he is entitled to his 
mail. 

Col. Francis M. Curlee had law of- 
fices in the Boatmen’s Bank building 
for many years, in fact, his office is 
still listed in the June 1948 telephone 
directory. Col. Curlee has moved, too. 
He is now in the offices of the Curlee 
Clothing Co., being president of the 
company. Anonymity could hardly be 
the word for his disappearance, but his 
letter was returned, stamped “RE- 
MOVED.” The persons who still answer 
to Col. Curlee’s telephone number in 
the Boatmen’s Bank building know 
where he is, and told me, but the Post 
Office has misplaced him entirely. 

C. Lew Gallant had his law offices in 
the Bell Telephone building, 1010 Pine 
street, for years. He has moved to 818 
Olive. This time he had not “RE- 
MOVED”—a penciled scratch informs 
me he is “not at.” 

Former Judge Harry Hamilton has 
also moved to 818 Olive. He is “not at” 
208 North Broadway, although he was 
there for many years. 


Mrs. Charles M. Hay has “RE- 
MOVED” from her Windermere Place 
home. 


Mrs. Georgia Clifford, author, lecturer 
‘and mother of Clark Clifford, adviser to 
the President of the United States, has 
not removed — a typographical error 
made her address 4758 instead of 4738 
Westminster place. Her returned let- 
ter is stamped “NO SUCH NO.” 

It is difficult in these changing times 
for the average person to keep up with 
the movements of all his acquaintances. 
They change their offices, or their 
places of residence, or, when they get 
along in years, one discovers that many 
of them move beyond the reach of a 


_ forwarding address. The margin for 


error in mailing out several thousand 
circulars, in my case, however, was 
merely average, but the errors involved 
the names of such well-known persons 
that until now I believed they would re-

As he said, in-the 
Communist state there is no right to bargain 
collectively, no right to strike against exploita- 
tion. Certainly, Communism holds out no invi- 


- tation to the American worker who knows his 


rights and sees what the Red alternative is.

Again Gov. Dewey stated the truth when he 
said that some Communists and fellow travelers 
in the United States had risen to places of trust 
in certain labor unions and the Government, as 
well as in the world of arts, letters, science and 
the professions. 

From this point on, the man who seeks to be 
Président was decreasingly convincing. When he 
said in effect that the Truman Administration 
was coddling Communists he engaged in so 
much campaign oratory. He himself said that 
the Communist party should not be outlawed 
and that in this country there is no place for 
“thought police.” If the party is not outlawed 
then its members are entitled to all the protec- 
tions of the Bill of Rights. So long as thought 
is free, they cannot be prosecuted for their 
political beliefs and they should not be perse- 
cuted. They can be held to account for sabotage, 
spying or other law breaking, but not for what 
they think. 

The problem of loyalty in government is no 
simple matter, as the Governor of the great state 


of New York should know. What one person re- 


gards as dangerous and subversive another sees 
as only the expression of an inquiring mind. 
That is inevitable among free people. The prob- 
lem is how to protect the security of the coun- 
try without trampling the rights of individuals 
under the very Constitution Gov. Dewey ven- 
erates.

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Strange Justice 

It is a bizarre and shocking thing that the St. 
Louis Circuit Court has released a man con- 
victed of manslaughter and driving while in- 
‘toxicated without inflicting on him any tangible 
penalty whatever. If it is the valid purpose of 
the court to punish known criminals as a deter- 
rent to crime in general, Judge William S. Con- 
nor must have permitted a miscarriage of justice. 

Last November, Harry R. Alm, an insurance 
salesman, struck and killed Dr. Fabian Burke 
and drove on although his victim’s body was 
thrown onto the hood of the car. Alm was 
ovértaken and transferred to City Hospital, 
where he was pronounced drunk. In Police Court 
he was convicted of driving while intoxicated, 
leaving the scene of an accident, careless driv- 
ing, failure to make a major stop and driv- 
ing without a city license. Police Judge Grell- 
ner called it a case of “deliberate murder.” 


Alm appealed these convictions and the ap- 
peals are now pending. Yet, when arraigned in 
Circuit Court on the far more serious charge of 
manslaughter—together with driving while in- 
toxicated—he pleaded guilty. Judge Connor im- 
posed concurrent sentences which would have 
entailed a year in jail—surely a mild enough 
penalty—but then placed him on probation 
without requiring him to serve a day. 


This clemency was recommended by Parole 
Officer Franklin Miller, who said: “No useful 
purpose would be served by requiring Alm to 
serve the sentence.” In defense of this strange 
stand, Miller cited that an insurance company 
had paid Dr. Burke’s family $15,000 and that the 
widow had no desire to have Alm imprisoned. 


It is not surprising, in view of his record, that 
Franklin Miller would confuse financial amends 
and a forgiving attitude on the part of the vic- 
tim’s widow with the satisfaction of justice. But 
for Circuit Attorney Griffin and Judge Connor 
not to make the distinction is another matter. 


If this defendant can walk out the door after 
pleading guilty in an aggravated case of man- 
slaughter and intoxicated driving, what consist- 
ency can there be in the imprisonment of oth- 
ers guilty of the same charges? This pattern 
would undermine completely the whole princi- 
ple of deterrent punishment as a protection of 
society. 

Such leniency was especially inappropriate in 
the light of the defendant’s double-dealing in 
pleading guilty in one court to a charge of 
drunken driving while appealing his conviction 
in another court on the same charge. 


The attitude of the victim’s relatives has no 
proper bearing on the case whatever. Neither 
has. the payment of insurance. The protection 
of. society by the punishment of offenders is 
the sole consideration. 


The error in the Alm case can be corrected, 
in part at least, by revoking the probation. This 
is the least that should be done to bring the 
punishment in line with that usually imposed in 
aggravated cases of this kind.

“I wonder whether America fully under- 
stands,” said a British Member of Pariia- 
ment to me, “that the only way to avoid 
war is to run the risk of war?” The ques- 
tion summarized the situation in Europe 
completely. 


We were attending a great church con- 
gress in Amsterdam. I made it my business 
to ask delegates from every European 
country, including many from behind the 
Iron Curtain, whether we ought to stay in 
Berlin or retire in the interest of peace. 
There was only one dissenting voice. The 
prevailing opinion was, “You must stay at 
all costs. That is the only way of avoiding 
war.” 


The reasons for this conviction were as 
follows: The Russians are pressing on the 
strategic line which confines them to east- 
ern Europe, and they use every political 
trick to sow confusion behind our own line. 
They have suffered a major defeat in the 
introduction of the European Recovery 
Program. 


Expect Us to Give In 


But the Russians still have one strong 
card. They are seeking desperately to 
prove that we have no staying power, that 
in the end we will yield to pressure. 


Originally their idea was that a depres- 
sion in America would prompt our with- 
drawal from Europe. Now they are no 
longer sure about that possibility. But 
they believe or pretend to believe that we 
will yield if the pressure is great enough. 
They do not think that we will run the 
risk of war. 

This calculation may be mistaken, but it 
defines the disadvantages under which de- 
mocracies labor. Even if neither side wants 
war the dictatorship can pretend that it is 
ready for it, while opiriion in a democracy 
is very critical of a policy which seems to 
threaten war. We have been standing fair- 
ly firmly against Russian pressure. But it 
is not yet certain that we will stand firmly 
enough. 

Let us go back to the Berlin crisis to 
illustrate the point. We should never have 
been without a corridor under our own 


haps we should have abandoned Berlin 
when it was apparent that the quad- 
ripartite control of Germany had broken 
down. One good reason for staying was 
that we would have had to sacrifice thou- 


ropeans would have welcomed such a move 
and would have breathed a sigh of relief. 


There is a general feeling that there 
would have been no war. The Russians 
are even less prepared than we are. They 
know their technical inferiority. 


Furthermore, their hold upon their satel- 
lites is not so strong as is generally be- 
lieved. The Tito affair is one proof. The 
recent crisis in the Polish Government, 
which resulted in the dismissal of the lead- 
ing Communist, is another. 

In both cases the causes of disaffection 
are the same. One cause is a rising na- 
tionalism of the satellite nations against a 
fake internationalism. The other is that 
Russia is trying to force peasant nations 


' to organize their agricultural life accord- 


ing to an abstract collectivism. 


The prime author of this program, 
Zhdanov, is dead. He may have died at 
the hands of a group which understood the 
danger of this policy for Russia. Such 
speculations may be idle, but it is not idle 
to recognize that the Russian power is not 
so. monolithic as is generally assumed. 

In view of the Russian weakness, we 
must be ready to risk war rather than 
yield to pressure. But we must also re- 
frain from any policy which comes in the 
category of “preventive war.” Advocates 
of preventive war assume that Russia will 
grow stronger and we will grow weaker, 
Their calculations are not only strategically 
mistaken but morally wrong. The next war

will be too terrible and its consequences 
too problematic to justify any irresponsi- 
bility in initiating the conflict. The power 
6f the enemy is, moreover, too dubious to 
justify the initiation of the conflict through 
fear. 

Our object must be to avoid war, but not 
“at all costs.” For to pay too high a price 
for its avoidance is finally to court the 
peril of the war in the very effort to avoid 
it. Here lies the moral dilemma of our age.

Yet if we fail to do this 
we will suffer the fate of the tragic heroes 
of Greek drama who involved themselves 
in the very calamities they tried to avoid. 


Churchill, Alone, Saw Straight 


The only statesman of our age who fully 
mastered the art of relating morally am- 
biguous strategy to high moral aims, 
without emptying the cause of its moral 
content, was Churchill. That accounts for 
his peculiar eminence. Almost everyone 
else fell either into moral cynicism or into 
moral sentimentality. 


Even Roosevelt, though a master of 
political tactics, succumbed to sentimen- 
tality. He thought he could beguile the 
Russians into mutual trust. We ought not 
to criticize this error too severely: One 
need only remember the hysterical protests 
against Churchill's Fulton speech, the main 
outline of which has subsequently, by dire 
necessity, become the settled policy of the 
Western world, to recognize how recent is 
our conversion. 

The importance of firmness and shrewd- 
ness for the preservation of peace must 
not obscure the equal importance of moral 
and political factors. Despite the Buropean 
Recovery Program, which has given our 
cause a genuine moral content, we are 
still morally weak at many points. 

We are much too rich and powerful to 
be the beacon light we think we are to the 
poverty-stricken people of Europe and 
even more particularly to those of Asia. 
Remnants of wartime vindictiveness may

Is it the com- 
pulsion of the ritual dance that 
determines the relationship be- 
tween white and black, or the 
more poisonous need of having 
a designated inferior to kick 
around at will? The only answer 
is that the artist must be allowed 
his vision; especially so when he 
reveals it with the intensity and 
clarity of this particular novel. 
The whole truth may not be 
there but at least a part of its 
pattern is indicated. 

Mr. Faulkner’s stream-of-con- 
sciousness technique presents its 
usual difficulties. Long comma- 
less sentences sometimes spill 
over a whole page. But despite 
the book’s disorderly syntax and 
surface looseness, it actually 
works out into a tightly con- 
structed design whose symmetry 
is fully apparent only after the 
last page has been turned.

It: is statistical, loaded 
with facts and fascinating to 
read, but probably won’t get the 
tremendous audience that was 
attracted to the study of the sex 
life of the male animal. 


Hentig, who has taught at 
five American universities, in- 
cluding the University of Kansas 
City, is an authority on erime 
and makes his studies as absorb- 
ing as the latest disclosures of 
the alliances between Illinois 
gamblers ahd corrupt state and 
county officials.

HE Whimsey Report is not 
Tow non-whimsey, but it is 

not, as was expected, a satire 
on the Kinsey Report.

It might be called a satire 
on reports in general, but it 
seems nearer the truth to say 
that the author has used the re- 
port idea as a peg on which to 
hang a collection of discourses 
on all the subjects so dear to 
the heart of the professional 
humorist, i.e., the common cold, 
the family budget, travel, the 
little woman’s cooking, com- 
muting, ad infinitum. The book 
does have humorous stretches 
and at times it arouses admira- 
tion for the author’s facility of 
style and pr digality, of ideas. 
“How does he do it?” you will 
say to yourself as you skip a 
few more pages.

Such prodigality of 
ideas!” But the odds are about 
10 to Gne against anyone ever 
reading it word for word.

He 
quotes from scores of other 
sociologists’ findings and gives 
as complete a picture of the 
background of those who tend to 
become criminals as a layman is 
likely to find in any book.

IS chapters on the victims of 
H crimes are particularly inter- 
esting. The young, the aged, 
women, the mentally-defective, 
immigrants and dull-normals are 
among those more likely to be- 
come victims, he believes. Per- 
sons with “larceny in their 
souls” also are likely to become 
victimized by more clever swin- 
dlers. Psychological types, such 
as the depressed, the wanton, the 
lonesome and the heartbroken, 

invite crime. 

The book is not always easy to 
read but it’s one you don’t put 
down easily. The gangsters of 
Peoria and East St. Louis and 
the boys in Boonville could find 
their counterparts on many 
pages.

Swear Words; What They Signify 


THE LOST ART OF PROFANITY, By 
Burges Johnson. (Bobbs-Merrill, $2.50) 


EARLY everybod} who has a 
N few dollars to pay for a 

novel can pick up a fine vo- 
cabulary oi profanity these 
days. Swearing hasn't reaghed 
the radio, but it spreads itself 
in books, with the publisher 
sitting by looking like the cat 
that swallowed the canary. As 
a result many persons swear 
glibly nowadays, and in some 
quarters expletives have  be- 
come terms of endearment. 

Bur Johnson, who was sup- 
posed to be teaching the youth 
up at Union College the sound 
fundamentals of English litera- 
ture, has taken time off to in- 
vestigate swearing. “The Lost 
Art of Profanity,” he calls it, and 
H. L. Mencken endorses it in a 
foreword as a work greatly 
needed for the improvement of 
the laity. Mr. Mencken is 
shocked because “‘we have late- 
ly seen the heroes of a great 
moral war march home with a 
repertory of invective almost 
tragically thin and banal.’’ 

Profanity has gone through a 
lot of changes in the centuries, 
but its basic excuse, as an explo- 
sive release for pent-up feelings, 
is as good today as it was when 
the first cave man surprised a 
bear eating his mate. Dr. John- 
son thinks it was an art when it 
was invoked as a curse against 
evil, especially the devil. But the 
frequent use of curses weakena 
them; swear-words lose their 
sharpness and become domesti- 
cated, “communicating nothing 
more effective than hiccups and 
much less entertaining.”

commonplace ‘‘damn.”’ 

Consigning a sinner to hell 
was a curse of power, but today 
hell is “a noise without mean- 
ing,” and “it must be yelled to 
give it value. Any effort to 
freshen it up by substituting 
hades, tophet, blazes or perdition 
is futile,”’ says Dr. Johnson. 

“May God strike me blind!” 
an ancient ex¢lamation, has be- 
come “‘blimey.” 

“I swear by our Lady,” a 
medieval term, has become 
“bloody!” and gained new use 
when the British tabooed it, for 
some reason. 

Dr. Johnson has made an en- 
tertaining history out of his 
learned investigation of swear- 
ing. He discusses why men give 
their enemies the names of ani- 
mals, why “mules understand a 
language unknown at the dinner 
table’; who constitutes bootleg 
profanity, or attempts to soften 
naughty words by such subsitu- 
tions as “Ding bust it!” “Con- 
sarn,” “Gosh dang it!” and 
similiar “deaconized cuss words.” 

He describes the three big ta- 
boos, misuse of holy names and 
sacred mysteries, which reminds 
us that the word profane means 
“outside the temple’; sex taboos, 
and taboos relating to the diges- 
tive process. He gives examples 
of the swearing originated by 
Tristram Shandy’s: father, and 
heard among Mississippi river- 
men and old-time shipmasters. 
And he discusses the continuous 
swearing of young soldiers, who

Dr. Johnson, who is a native 


of Vermont, likes to recall the | 


sonorous words allegedly spoken 
by Ethan Allen when he de- 
manded the surrender of Ticon- 


deroga.

The best line: of swearing I 
ever heard came from a printer 
working on page forms when I 
was on make-up, long before I 
got bogged down in book review- 
ing.

He used tosay: ‘“Cussing 
relieves me. It lets off steam.” 
Dr. Johnson would have agreed 
that this explanation was un- 
scientific, but true.

Few movie interests went after 
television channels in the early 
days, he said, and most available 
channels are held by standard or 
FM radio broadcasters. These 
same broadcasters also have the 
bulk of applications now pending 
before the FCC for more chan- 
nels, he added. 

Living Room Theater. 

Pointing out that television is 
putting vaudeville, motion pic- 
tures, newsreels, musical comedy 
and sports events into the na- 
tion’s living rooms, Coy said: 

“You are wondering who will 
stand in the queue buffeted by the 
wind, the rain and the snow to see 
your show when he can see all 
that without stirring from his easy 
chair. 

“In the coming battle between 
celluloid and electronics, you the- 
ater men are going to give your 
customers a bigger money’s worth 
than they have ever gotten before 
—pictures with better writing, bet- 
ter acting, better directing, better 
photography.” 

He suggested a study of tele- 
vison content, and told the movie 
house owners they have an oppor- 
tunity to present local talent, as 
radio broadcasters have done, and 
could bring current news to their 
screens through television.

itinerary for a jaunt through the Ozark country, An 
equal number of letters comes from those who have followed | 
lis Givin tn ; 


drive of one or two or three 
days. 

There is no reason, of 
course, why the time spent 
cannot be extended by any 
number of worthwhile side 
trips; or by days spent loaf- 
ing in pleasant places along 
the way. For folks from 
the territory around St. 
Louis, the route into the 

Ozarks leads straight south. This is true, in fact, for every- 
one in Missouri from about Jefferson City eastward, unless 
you are heading into the more distant White River country. 
Since space is limited, we will plan this trip for those in the 
eastern part of the state. 


x 2 * 

I think we'll use Highway 21 out of St. Louls as 
our point ef departure—and plan our trips by the 
amount of time available. For a one-day drive, two 
delightful alternatives are possible, You can head 
south on 21, which has lately been vastly improved with 
a new stretch of read south of Hilisboro. After cross- 
ing the Big River bridge which marks the Washington 
county line, turn aside into Washington State Park, 
where there are ample facilities for a picnic lunch or 
where meals may still be available at the lodge. This 
park is noted for its Indian pictegraphs on the lime- 
stone cliffs and for the heavy growth of red cedar 


typical of the limestone outcroppings of the Missouri 
Ozarks. 
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@ SOUTH OF THE PARK THE HIGHWAY leads through 
Old Mines, where white-washed cabins of the French habitants 
flank the small Old Mines creek for many miles. Although 
the present economic foundation of this region is based on 
the hydraulic mining of barite, the earliest Jesuit journals 
in St. Louis tell us that lead was being mined here as early 
as the year 1700, so that the region is perhaps the oldest in 
Missouri. 

No longer isolated, the French folk of this region are 
gradually losing their old ways and customs; but if you have 
time you might visit the picturesque church set above the 
town, or stop at George Wallace's genera! store which serves 
as a sort of headquarters for the community. 
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@ SOME TEN MILES FARTHER SOUTH you will come to 
Potesi, another of the historic towns of Missouri. Once known 
as Mine au Breton, after the French hunter who discovered 
lead in the region, the area led in the production of this 
mineral for many years. Among the early entrepreneurs was 
Francois Renault, who came in the 1720s with 350 Brittany 
miners and 500 slaves from the West Indies, with whom he 
made the long trip up the Mississippi to Fort Kaskaskia by 
canoe. 

Another was Moses Austin, ammunition maker to the 
Continental Armies, who came here shortly after the Revolu- 
tionary War and built a fine mansion and a considerable in- 
@ustry. Later, during the great railroad building era, Potosi 
was long the focal point for the railroad tie industry, draining 
its great white oak forests to build the roadbeds across the 
nation. If you'll turn aside from the highway, you will find 
excellent examples of qriy Missouri architecture surviving 
here; a beautifully simple Presbyterian Church of rose-colored 
brick, with a slave gallery, now falling into decay, and the 
old graveyard with stones dating back into the seventeen 
hundreds. 
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@ IF YOUR TRIP Is OF ONE-DAY DURATION, you'll have 
to make a decision here as to which route to follow. Mean- 
while, you might be repaid by a side trip westward to Hope- 
well, with its quaint pre-Civil War, non-denominationa] church 
on the hill above a beautiful spring. There is at least one 
beautital old house in Hopewell, now probably beyond repair, 
but showing plainly the skill of the English artisans who built 
the early homes in this countryside. It is interesting, too, 
that a number of new homes are going up here, for the town 
had seemed on the verge of disappearing altogether. 

Back at Potosi, you will either head westward on Highway 
8 or continue south on 21; and we'll cover the westward 
journey first. 

> — 


Heading out of town, you might want to stop at the 
Ranger Station and ask what short side journeys might 
show the work of the Forest Service. This crossroad to 
Steclville leads down a pleasant valley, then starts to 
climb across a small watershed. First you will come to 
Shirley, on the headwaters of Fourche au Renault, 
where there is a picnic ground along Racing Spring.

NE of the favorite plot de- 
0 vices of Hollywood screen 

writers is to create characters 
with double identities. Such plots 
usually creak at the joints be- 
cause they are seemingly impos- 
sible. 

But déccasionally a shrewd 
criminal mind builds up a double 
identity as part of a daring 
scheme and when this happens 
police are presented with a first 
class puzzle, as in the case of the 
perfect bookkeeper. 

The story opens in May, 1940, 
when the William T. Knott Com- 
pany of New York, operators o€ a 
chain of department stores in 
many cities throughout the coun- 
try, employed a new man as trav- 
eling auditor. His credentials 
identified him as Alexander Doug- 
las Hume, a Canadian by birth, 
son of a Toronto professor, who 
had worked as a bookkeeper both 
in Canada and the United States. 

Since the position would entail 
the handling of considerable 
money, the company applied for 
bonds from two surety compa- 
nies. Skilled investigators checked 
thoroughly into the new employe’s 
background and gave him a clean 
bill of health. 

Hume asked for a modest start- 
ing salary, explaining that he felt 
he could make good money, with 
the company and the initial sal- 
ary wasn’t of too much impor- 
tance. 

He proved to be a good judge 
of. his own ability. Within two 
years Hume had been promoted 
to assistant treasurer of the cor- 
poration, in complete charge of 
the books of 14 stores. 


He promptly reorganized the 
bookkeeping setup, arranging that 
all bills were paid through his of- 
fice so that the home office in 
New York could tell at once the 
exact financial condition of each 
store. Company officials were 
well satisfied that Hume was 
worth the substantial increase in 
salary he had received on his pro- 
motion. 

While on a trip to the Enid, 
Oklahoma, branch store, Hume 
met a pretty blonde employe of 
the company and some months 
later they were married. Hume 
brought his bride to New York 
City where he set up an apart- 
ment in Jackson Heights, Queens. 

In January, 1944, the couple left 
New York for a Winter vacation 
in Canada, Hume was to return 
before the annual audit of the cor- 
poration books, Shortly before he 
was scheduled to come back the 
home office received a telegram 
from Mrs. Hume that her busband 
had broken his leg while skiing.

address on it.and none of the 
officers of the corporation knew 
where the Humes were staying in 
Canada. They weee puzzled when 
a week passed without any fur- 
ther word from the injured man. 


Meanwhile the outside account- 
ants went to work on the annual 
audit.

A pre- 
liminary survey of the books of 
the 14 stores supervised by Hume 
had uncovered a shortage of more 
than $275,000

of the books, seeking out leads. 
-There was no record of Hume 
at any Canadian hospital and no 
private doctor could be found who 
had treated him for a broken leg. 

An examination of the original 
telegram in the telegraph office 
showed that it had been written 
by Hume although he had signed 
his wife’s name to it. 


A check of the Jackson Heights 
apartment revealed that Mrs. 
Hume had appeared there several 
days after the telegram had been 
sent from Toronto, and had moved 
out all the furnishings. Since so 
desirable an apartment could be 
rented at a moment's notice, 
there had been no objection by 
the landlord. 

The moving truck was traced 
but this lead blew up when it was 
discovered that the furniture had 
been placed in storage in the city. 
Mrs. Hume had left no forward- 
ing address. 

The system used by Hume be- 


came painfully clear to officials 
of the Knott Co. as investigators 
probed deeper into the books of 
the 14 department stores and 
raised the total thefts to almost 
$400,000. 

Hume had established the cen- 
tral control in order to plunder 
the company. As far back as 
1942 he had set up dummy firms, 
submitted fake bills on their let- 
terheads and in his capacity as 
assistant treasurer had them put 
through for payment. Later when
